THK WANDERING EEL. 


Story. 

The little that we really know of | 
the romantic Hfe-history of the eel 
has been discovered comparatively 
recently. For long the young of the 
cel was thongeht to bela quite distinct 
species, and with gdéod reason, for 
resemblance between(the transparent 
sxhost-like larvae andthe parent eels 
is very remote, The queer little 
transparent larvae that get safely 
through the first precarious year of 
sea-life develop at that time into the 
needic-like “elvers’’ that swarm in 


| such immense numbers in our rivers, 


in April. These, in some strange 
manner, impelled to leave the sea 
that has been their nursery, to jour- 
ney in search-of fresh-water homes, 
in spite of almost insuperable ob- 
stacles, attain their goal after a pil- 
grimage of perhaps thousands of 
miles. 

But not all of them succeed——per- 
haps a tiny minority only, for the 
difficulties in the way are tremen-' 
dous. Reversing the operation. of the 
salmon, which ascends rivers to 
spawn, the tiny elvers to make the 
ascent must battle with the obstacles 
overcome by the mature eels on their 
way down to the spawning-grounds 
months previously. From late au- 
tumn in gradually increasing num- 
bers this migration from the sea con- 
tinues until in spring stupendous 
numbers of fragile-appearing young-— 
sters swarm in huge shoals up the 
rivers, to leap or climb towering 
rocks and actually to take short cuts 
overland in search of fresh-water 
feeding grounds. Immense numbers 
arrive safely; but what small pro- 
portion of the hordes that started on 
the great adventure do these com- 
paniss——vast as they are—represent. 
Settled down the youngsters grow 
reaching five or six 
pounds perhaps in four or five years. 
Of weather changes they are won- 
derfully sensitive, in close and thun- 
dery weather lying listlessly in the 
shallows.

again for the open sea. In achieving 
this purposé they are as determined 
that nothing shall stop them as when 
they first sought the fresh water. As 
though to mark them out as adven- 
turers the yellowy hue of their bodies 
gives place to a silvery sheen as they 
set out on the tremendous journey 
from which there is no return. What 
drives them to go? And what draws 
them thus irresistibly to the breed- 
ing grounds that conform to their 
exact requirements as to depth and 
temperature and salinity? .There are 
many such points in the eel’s roman- 
tice history that yet rémain une 
answered. 

An eel three feet in length is con- 
sidered quite a respectable member of 
the slippery community, and it is not 
often that a larger specimen of the 
i} fresh water species is heard of. Lub- 
bock records one as having been tak- 
en near Norwich that tipped the scale 
at twénty pounds; this, however, is 
easily beaten by one taken in the 
Ouse (recorded in Land and,Water) 
that actually weighed thirty-six 
pounds—length five feet eight inches, 
girth seventeen and a quarter inches.

CHILE -WANTS PEACE. 


Interesting Facts About Its Life | Desires to End Quarrels With Neigh- Something About Origin of Dumas’ 


boring Nations. ; 
Chile desires peace and tranquility 
on the South American continent and 
has earnestly tried to obtain a friend- 
ly solution of her questions with 
Peru and Bolivia, Senator Eliodoro 
Yanez, one of the nation’s leading 
statesmen, has declared. The digpute 
between Chile and Peru over Tacna 
and Ariea and Bolivia’s aspirations 
for an outlet to the sea has been 
widely debated by the public and tn 
the press since the military revolt 
at La Plaz, Bolivia, in July when 
a polilical party, said to be hostile 
to Chile, assumed power. Speaking 
of the controversy with Peru, Senator 
Yanez said: ' 
“To push her policy of hostility 
and repeal of international good 
faith. Peru has entered into a great 
program of armaments and believes 
she can count on the support of the 
United States and the League of 
Nations. 
“Chile on several occasions has 
tried to reach an agreement for liold- 
ing the plebiscite and, with the excep- 
tion of the unratified agreement of 
1912, Peru always has resisted an 
understanding, proposing causes or , 
expressing exigencies unacceptable or 
depressive to Chile,’ 
Referring to the Bolivian question, 
Senator Yanez said: 
‘The relations between Chile and 
Bolivia are regulated by the treaty of 
1904 under which the latter ceded 


definitely to Chile the province of , 
Antofagasta, lost by Bolivia in the- 


Pacific war. Until recently, .cordial 
relations had been maintaihed be- 
tween the two countries. In July, a 
military revolution broke out in La

“The real d’Artagnan was a per- 
son of some importance in his day. 
He was Charles de Batz-Castelmore, 
son of Bertrand de Batz, seigneur of 
Castelmore, and of Francoise de 
Montesquiou. His father belonged to 
the smaller and invariably indigent 
nobility of Gascony; and his mother 
being of higher lineage, he assumed 
the. territorial surname of d’Artag- 
nan, which distinguished the younger 
branch of her house.

Magnetic Force. 
| A highly important use of a mag- 
i net is that in which it is sometimes 
‘employed to withdraw small pieces of 
iron from such out-of-the-way places 
as the human eye, Another’ use of 
the tractive force of magnetism on a 
much larger scale was that to which 
it was put by Edison in his magnetic 
ore separator, in which the ore, pre- 
_ viously. crushed to a fine powder, is 
| dropped down a chute past the poles 
of powerful electro-magnets, in pass- 
ing which the iron particles of the 
ore are deflected to one side, while 
the non-magnetic stone dust con- 
tinues undeflected down the chute. 
Still another instance of the employ- 
ment of magnetism in a small way is 
that in which a magnetized tack ham- 
mer is used in the manufacture of 
strawberry baskets on a large scale in 
conjunction with a mechanical device 
which presents the tacks, one at a 
time and head up, to the operative, 
thereby greatly facilitating his work. 
It is a far cry from lifting a tack by 
means of magnetism to the lifting of 
massive iron and steel plates weigh- 
ing four, six, and twelve tons by this 
same force, which is now done every 
work day in a number of large steel 
works. Electro-magnetism, of course, 
is utilized, the form of the magnet 
being usually rectangular for this 
work, and presenting a flat surface 
to the plates lifted. 


The Catamaran. 


The catamaran of the Madras fish- 
ermen of India is the most extra- 
ordinary of water vehicles. It con- 
sists simply of three logs lashed to- 
gether, and flush with the surface of 
the water. On these a fisherman 
(sometimes two or more fishermen) 
stands and with single oar paddles 
himself out to sea. A Madras fisher- 
man will venture out when boatmen 
will not launch their craft, and even 
in weather when boats cannot be

over.” Repington says: “This result 
‘was mainly due to the wise prepara- 
tions for mutual support made be- 
tween Petain and Haig, and there is 
nothing to show that thirty French 
divisions under Foch, with a part of 
them in Dauphine, could have secured 
such a result in the time.” He de- 
tends Petain from Wright's aspersion 
that he-plotted against Foch, and de- 
clares that “every Frenchman knows 
he is incapable of baseness.” Reping- 
ton’s conclusion is that no French 
commander and no British cont 
en. 


| Gough’s defeat. The man responsible 
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is Lloyd George. 
Of course, Col. Repington has long 
been a Lloyd George “knocker,” but 
in this case he probably says what 
‘history will finally pronounce. We 
all recall that a day or two after 
ig’s famous message about ‘‘fight- 
with our backs to the wall” the 
Prime Minister announced that steps 
had been taken to supply the neces- 
Sary reserves. Everybody then 
wanted to know, if reserves could so 
quickly be supplied, why had they 
not been furnished earlier. Reping- 
ton says that at a time when Haig 
was calling for reinforcements, when 
the whole Allied front seemed in 
danger, there were 740,000 soldiers 
in Britain, kept there by Lloyd 
George for no reason that has been 
satisfactorily explained. A fraction 
of these would have made the Ger- 
man attack on Gough a failure in- 
atead of a success. One = fact 
emerges from the controversy that 
will give general satisfaction, and 
that is a vindication for Gen. Gough. 
He was bitterly blamed for the dis- 
aster to the Fifth Army, partly be- 
cause of his political affiliations. It 
fis now conceded that no general 
placed in his position could have 
escaped defeat.

Surgeons occasionally use it 
for destroying growths. fydrocyanic 
or prussic acid is probahijstbe most 
deadly poisonous of the acids. Formic 
acid, found In certain Insects, espe- 
clally tn ants, is used as a food—by 
erushing or eating the insects—among 
some aboriginal tribes. Possibly malic 
acid, or some of the edible fruit acids 
are among the wenkest of the acids. 
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Movements of Insects. 

Insects do not steer by shifting the 
abdomen from side to side, as has 
been supposed, but by pressure from 
changing the angle and force of the 
wing beats. This is the conclusion of 
Dr. F. Stellwang. of the University of 
Erlangen, who has succeeded in mak- 
ing close observation of the flights 
of dragon flies, bees and other. in- 
sects, by means of light passing 
though a shuttered slit.

THEY WOULD NOT FAIL. 


Great Men Who Got Off tos Bad 
Start. 


Many a man who has been called 
a failure even by his friends has 
turned out to be unusually success- 
ful,.as Rev. John T. Faris im the 
Christian Endeavor World shows in 
the following examples: 

‘When Sir Henry Bessemer was a 
young man he perfected a plan for 
using revenue stamps that promised 
to save the British Government large 
sums, and he was promised a com- 
fortable position in the employ cf the 
Government. Then a flaw was ft- 
vealed in his stamp plan, and the 
easy position slipped from his grasp. 
Although he had failed, he did not 
lose courage. Within a few years he 
invented the process of making stee) 
that made his name famous and prov- 
ed of incalculable benefit to- the 
world. 

“When Stephen Girard was twen- 
ty-six years old, he was the success- 
ful captain of a merchant vyeresel sail. 
ing from French ports to the West 
Indies. But in May, 1776, stornr and 
fog drove him into Delaware Bay, 
and the British fleet prevented his 
escaping. He landed at Philadelpnia 
a captain without a ship, a seaman 
who could not leave the land. But 
within two years he was an Amer- 
ican citizen, and within fifteen years 
he was the leading shipowner in 
Philadelphia. Thirty-six years later 
he became his country’s bank during 
the War of 1812, and, when after 
the war only $20,000 was subscribed 
to a $5,000,000 loan, he stepped in- 
to the breach and subscribed for the 
rest. . 

“Phillip Brooks’ first work after 
graduating from Harvard College 
was school teaching. He enjoyed it 
and dreamed of success; but he found 
that he was not able fo control the 
lively boys under his charge. The 
difficulties grew, and he resigned his 
position. The headmaster, when 
speaking of the successor he hoped 
to secure, very ungraciously said 
that any change, no matter what, 
could scarcely fail to be for the bet- 
ter. Six months after his resignation 
Brooks entered the theological sem- 

ry, and three years later he be- 
gan “‘me,career in the pulpit that 
made him*famous. 

“Failure succeeded failure in Ab- 
raham Lincoln's life; yet every one 
of the seeming failures had its part 
in making the man. When he failed 
as a shopkeeper, the failure brought 
out the deep-seated honesty that won 
for him the confidence and the affec- 
tion of those who kn him. He 
thought of learning the blacksmith’s 
trade, and even after he had commit- 
ted himself to being a lawyer he 
thought he might perhaps do better 
as a carpenter. Several times he was 
defeated when he asked the favor of 
the people at the polls, but after each 
defeat he was stronger a8 &@ man and 
more popular with the voters.” =, 
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Negroes’ Teeth. ; 

The common iden is that the diet 
and climatic conditions of the negroes 
are the cause of their having beau- 
tiful teeth, but some authorities <dis- 
pute this. Thus in some parts of 
Africa, when an infant has fone 
through the “teething perio},’’ his 
mouth is rinsed out with an infusion 
of the leaves of a native tree pos- 
sessing a constituent which causes 
the gums to shrink, 80 tightening the 
teeth. The natives living near the 
source of the Nile employ the rocts 
of a pod-bearing plant to relieve 
toothache, while another. tribe far- 
ther west use an infusion of kasso 
seeds for the same. purpose.

Americans sailed from this port to- 
day for South America to search 
for a vast store of wealth supposed 
to lie in the “‘chimney” of the dia- 
mond deposits of British «Guiana, 
At Georgetown, the capital of the 
British possession, they will be join 
ed by a third adventufesome Ameri- 
can who has outfitted in Paris. 

The expedition is under, the pat- 
ronage of Harvard University and 
the Smithsonian Institute of Wash- 
ington, for which it will ‘carry on 
geological explorations. William J. 
LavVarre, Jr., a Harvard ‘graduate 
of 1919, heads the party and his 
fellow explorers are James Mat- 
Donald of Lima, Ohio; and Dudley 
Lewis; Springfield, Mass, They ex- 
pect to spend more than a year in 
the jungle. 

Besides an attempt to Bice the 
| seattered deposits of precious stones 
several hundred miles thrdugh tan- 
gled reptile-infested wildefness to 
their source, long known. to exist 
somewhere in thé hill couptry, but 
never discovered, the expeditions 
will take observations of the abor- 
iginal inhabitants and geological 
features of the country, 3 well as 
capture specimens of native wild an- 
imals for the Smithsonian Institute. 


Outlines the Project 

Before his departure on'the Bra- 
zilian steamer Ubereba,. Mr. LaVarre 
outlined details of’ the adventure- 
gome project. Though still. in his 
twenties the young explorer has ac- 
companied three expeditions toSouth 
and Central America, including 4 
difficult mission into alee heart of 
the Andes, 

After provisions are provided at 
Georgetown the expedition will 
board a ‘canoe houseboa with a 
crew of a dozen to twenty oarsmen 
and laborers, and begin its journey 
up the Essequibo River. passing out 
of the area settled by the white men 
in a few days paddling. After that 
it will penetrate the tropical jungle 
entirely on its own resources. 

Establishing its own headquart- 
ers in the prairie country_ 170 miles 
up the Mazaruni River, which emp- 
ties into the Essequibo, the diamond 
hunters will begin work on the al- 
liuvial lands bordering streams on 
the eastern watershed of the ‘Sierra 
Pacaraima Mountains which separ- 
tate British Guiana from Venezuela. 

The area in which the expedition 
will operate has been Known since 
the middle of the. last century as a 
rich diamond field, although its inac 
ceasibility and the prevalence of 
tropical diseases have served to dis- 
courage prospecting by white men,

The manager also pointed out to us] 
a Class of young cattle that were noi 
properly fed but could have been 
easily fattened so as to have been 
put in class ‘I. The only reason for 
sending this class of cattle to the 
market in an unmarketable condi- 
tion is either poy: hhsbandry, a 
scarcity of food or a belief that -it 
wouldn’t pay tg feed them, We 
think that it would be to the Interest : 
of the trade to aee that this class of 
cattle were properly fed before be- 
ing sent’ to the market. The man- 
ager also pointed out to us car- 
casses where whole quarters were 
almost rendered unfit for food by 
being hooked by horned animals. 
When one considers the terrible loss 
through lack of dehorning and the 
terrible suffering caused to animals 
from this cause one fails to under- 
atand how any farmer can neglect 
a precaution which causes 80 much 
pain and so much loss when de- 
horning is such an easy, simple and 
unexpensive problem. We would 
suggest that all our Farmers’ Clubs 
begin and keep up an agitation in 
favor of dehorning animals until a 
horned animal in a farmer’s yard 
will be a curiosity. 

We were then taken in charge by 
one head of the department after 
another and shown through the’ var 
jous processes of cutting up and 
curing meats preparatory to send- 
ing them to the various markets of 
the world. Everywhere throughout 
this institution the inspection, slaugh 
tering, and dressing and curing of 
the various ‘meats for human con- 
sumption was conducted with the 
utmost care and cieanliness, 80 that 
no one need have any doubt or hest- 
tation about the quality and char- 
acter of the food coming from this 
institution.

The country has 
been an American protectorate since 


the summer of 1915. The real 
masters of Hayti have been United 
States marines. In that time it is 
said that 3,250 natives have been 
;slain. American casualties In the 
same period have been one marine 
officer killed in action, two officers 
wounded, twelve enlisted men killed 
and twenty-six wounded,,.a total of 
forty-one. 
This has the general appearance 
of a massacre, but a full investigation 
will have to be held to decide: this 
point. It is somewhat ominous that 
most of the American officers are’ 
Southerners who probably would not 
show the same patience with insub- 
ordinate Haytians as Northerners. 
They have a-reputation for keeping 
the blacks in their place, and in Hayti 
this reputation has been lived up to. 
The marines also resurrected an old 
Haytian law, something like the sta- 
, tute labor law known in niore civi- 
‘lized countries, and under its pro- 
visions heave obliged the Haytians to 
do work on the roads. To the Hay- 
tians this has appeared like an 
attempt to revive the slavery from 
whieh they bloodily emancipated 
themselves more than a century ago. 
It is difficult for them to understand 
that the work they are doing is of the 
first importance for their own coun- 
try. When they are marched long 
distances from home, kept in military 
camps and obliged to toil for weeks. 
at the.point of marine bayonets, the 
situation has an unpleasant resem 
blance to slavery. 
.The result is that the laborers, 
when they get the chance, seize the 
first weapon at hand and flee to the 
hills, where they become incorporated 
in one of the roving bands of cacos_ 
that infest the country. It is the 
cacos that constitute the opposition 
‘to the American “occupation, and 
though as a rule they are poorly 
armed, and half starved, they have 
been able to keep most of the toun- 
try in a state of turmoil. The caco- 
first appeared in Haytian history in 
1867 when there was an. insurrec- 
tion against President Salnave. The 
outlaws took to the woods, and 
adopted as a fitting name that of a 
native bird that flew freely every- 
where, while they ~contemptuously 
called those who supported the Gov- 
ernment and endeavored to run 
them down, zandolite, after a cater- 
pulse» the favorite food of the caco 
ird. ; 

From then to now Hayti has never 
been entirely free from cacos, for 
there have always been enough revo- 
lutions. to afford grievances and 
cause some of these half savage crea- 
tures to take to the hills and live by 
theft and’ violence. The number 
was greatly increased under the re- 
gime of President Sam, one of the 
most bloodthirsty rulers Hayti has 
ever seen: In 1915 he ordered a 
wholesale execution of political pris- 
oners, and this so enraged the popu- 
lace that Sam had to flee and seek 
safety in the French consulate. For 
the first time in turbulent Haytian 
history this right of refuge was ig- 
nored by the mob, and the consulate 
was invaded, Sam was dragged: out, 
his body cut to pieces and tossed into 
the bay. Following this disturbance 
the United States Government exer- 
cised its authority and ever since 
Hayti has been run from the Navy. 
Department in Washington, the ac- 
tive bosses of the country being the 
marines. 

There is a feeble native Govern- 
| ment, but it takes its orders from the 
; nearest marine officer. The marines 
are also in charge of the native gen-. 
darmes, non-commissioned marine 
officers directing its activities. For 
some time they found it difficult to 
get a gendarme to face a taco, but 
appear to be making progress in this 
direction, and hope eventually that 
the native police will be able to cope 
with the outlaws. How. many -cacos 
there are on the island it is difficult 
to say. The bands vary in size from 
a score to thousandg, according to 
the reputation gained by their self- 
appointed leaders. The difficulty is 
\that the bands are receiving constant 
reinforcements from the natives, who 
object first of all to the system of 
forced labor, and who generally hate 
and fear all white men. So bitter is 
ihis feeling that returned travelers 
say that the United States is fn the 
position of the man who took the 
wolf by the ears, and that it will 
not be able to let go for another 
generation.

New Field for X-Rays. 

The discovery of a fine and un- 
known fragment of Gutenberg print- 
ing (1450) is announced by the 
Bookman’s Journal, the only other 
specimen, smaller and less complete, 
being in the British museum. This 
fragment had obviously at one time 
been part of the lining of a large 
binding, which raises the sugges- 
tion that further finds of a similar 
sort might be made by the use of the 
X-ray. 

Before millboard came into general 
use, about the middle of the sixteenth 
century, binders made up book covers 
very frequently from loose printed 
sheets or manuscript. What of the 
Shakespeare folios, for example? 
What a discovery, if, by means of the

- Drawing on the Colonies. 


France has a colonial empire — 
second in size and importance only ~ 
to that of Great Britain. The war 
emphasized the importance of the 
colonies because of their ability to 
supply the home country with food 
and raw materials which‘ are equally 
necessary. during the industrial re- -.

Before the war France imported  _ 
annually’ about six million tons’ of 
food and raw products for industrial — 
purposes, deriving gnly one-tenth of 
this from her colonics. But the war 
opened the éyes of the.mass of the 
French people to the pdéssibilities of 
the colonies. Not only did nearly 
one million colonial troops aid in the 
achieving of victory, but shipments 
of food and raw materials practically 
doubled in quantity.

Every plant, every 
bit of grass and leaf in its course is 
withered as though it had been sear- 
ed by hedt from a furnace. Often 
within an hour after the harmattan 
begins to blow green grass is dry 
enough to burn.

yolunteer firemen from Porter. It 
was reported some of the injured 
died in the flames. 

Besides the two coaches which 

were completely demolished, ten 
other coaches were badly wrecked. 
Pullman coaches built of:-steel were 
crushed in. It was several hours be- 
fore the passengers could be rescued. 
A number of the injured were taken 
from these coaches, ordinarily 
wreck-proof, because of their steel 
construction. 
Passengers who were not injured 
immediately started rescue work. 
Many passengers were dragged 
through broken windows. The rescu- 
ers worked by twilight for half an 
hour,’ Then darkness practically 
halted thetr efforts until rescue 
parties sent out by the railroads 
arrived. One hour after the wreck 
nine bodies had been recovered.

Numerous Complications 
Would Follow Creation 


Of a Republic in Ireland 


F the cherished dream of Sinn 
Feiners should become a fact, 
and Ireland be separated frdm 
the United Kingdom and estab- 
lished as gn independent republic, 


there will be actual changes of a/ 


striking nature in the day-to-day life 
of the British Isles. 

In the presence of struggle and 
high passions which at present sweep 
Ireland, there is little thought 
given to what would be the actual 
position of affairs should an Irish 
republic be established. 

In the first place, it may be taken 
for granted that Ireland would be 
divided, for there are about one mil- 
lion out of the four million who are 
unalterably loyal to Britain. Indeed, 
they are fiercely loyal. I am one of 
those who have not been in sympathy 
with the political views and actions 
of Ulster in the past, but it would be 
the sheerest folly to deny that the 
Ulstermen are a stiff race, brave, 
stubborn, able. I do not think that 
it is going too far to say that they 
would be organized for battle and 
would actually fight to the death 
against a Sinn Fein Government 
which proposed to include them 
within its jurisdiction. 

Suppose then, a Government to be 
established with its headquarters at 
Dublin, what would be the attitude 
of the British adherents in the 
country? Would Ulster be continually 
squabbling with the Sinn Fein Gov- 
ernment? Would there be riots and 
bloodshed at frequent intervals? No. 


{1 do not think there would be any- 
titire-efthe kind. 


hi It is pretty cer- 
tain that buSfivess.operations would 
continue on amicable tenis. Mutua 
business interests would demi? t. 

But this is only one part of t 
general situation. What would be 
the relations between the Irish Re- 
public on the one hand and Britain 
on the other? They would probably 
be very much. on a par, as far as 
business is concerned, with the rela- 
tions between Ulster and the republic 
Political prejudices and resentments 
would not interfere with the course 
of buying and selling so long as it 
were mutually advantageous. — Bri- 
tain would still want Irish bacon, Ire- 
land would still import British cotton 
and woollen goods. There is, how- 
ever, a complication which brings the 
political situation into business. Ire- 
land was hard done by in the past, 
but in modern times the British Gov- 
ernment has poured money into Ire- 
land, Huge demands have been gen- 
erously met over a long period of 
years. The Land Acts alone are suffi- 
cient example. Loans raised on the 
security of the British Empire have 
afforded money at a low rate of in- 
terest, enabling farmers and “small 
holders to purchase their land. In a 
dozen directions the material help of 
Britain has been the primary factor 
in setting up Ireland. in an era of 
material prosperity. 

Well, is Britain going to continue 
with all this building up work for a 
foreign country, a country moreover 
which has seceded? [f think it Is too 
much to ask. And we must remem- 
ber that all this material help has 
provided a basis on which business 
prosperity may be built. Ireland, 
then, will be on her own if she be- 
comes a republic. Out of her own 
revenue she must build up day-by-day 
expenses, Her old-age pensions, her 
expenditures on the Post Office, on 
the Civil Service, must all=come out 
of her own revenue. And remember 
this, she will not have rich and pros- 
perous Ulster to draw upon. 

It has to be borne in mind that all 


these things have to be carried 
‘through with a population of only 


three million people. Every business 
man knows that a great saving of 
money is effected where a compara- 
tively small concern can take part of 
the proportionate services of a big 
organization in place of setting up a 
small individual erganization for the 
same purposes. 

It may be urged that Ireland, hav- 
ing been greedily squeezed by Bri- 
tain for revenue, will be better off 
under the new arrangement. She 
will not pay so much, it may be sug- 
gested, for her own national work as 
she paid in her share for the mutual 
upkeep of the whole of the United 
Kingdom. I have often heard it stat- 
ed that selfish, tyrannous Britain 
was sucking Ireland dry. Rhetoric is 
all very well. Let us look at the 
actual figures, remembering that Ire- 
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BOUGHT WAR MATERIAL. 


Englishman Hopes That He Can 
Prevent More War. 


War-loving Mars has had things 
all his own way long enough, thinks 
F. N. Pickett & Son, engineers, an 
English firm located in France, 80 
F. N. has butted in and collared all 
the British surplus ammunition for 
twelve million dollars, having already 
borght up the French and Belgian 
stores, for a like sum, He got every- 
thing from revolver bullets to 16-inch 
shells; five hundred million dollars’ 
vorth for ten million. 

F. N. Pickett, a keen-faced, clean- 
shaven man of 34, belongs to Devon- 
shire, and the “Son” of the jrm is 
five years old. This ammunition 
king is a keen supporter of the 
League of Nations, and not a scrap 
of the stuff he has bought will be 
used for warlike purposes, but will 
be broken up at once. The explosives 
will be taken out, the steel will be 
sold to manufacturers, the brass and 
lead will be saved and re-used, the 
ammonium nitrate from the high ex- 
plosives will be sold as fertilizer. 

Mr. Pickett said: ‘‘We have found 
the best means in the world of break- 
ing the stuff, and have-spent im- 
mense sums on safety devices to pro- 
tect our employes. It will take two 
years to complete the job, and we, 
have teclinical experts from all over 
the world to help us. The work will 
be done in France, but foremen and 
many of the workers will be English. 
I hope soon to be supplying manu- 
facturers with 10,000 tons of steel 
a weck and so easing the shortage 
that has crippled industry for some 
time. And I am selling to British 
only.”’ 

Mr. Pickett is supported by some, 
of the big steel interests, and he is 
living at Wimereux im the centre of. 
the dumps. 

The British Government looked in- 
to his character very carefully, be-. 
fore dealing with him, as they were 
not risking the stuff getting into the 
hands of the Bolshevists, and the 
prompt breaking up of the stuff was 
a condition of sale. j

The boot is 
actually on the other leg—farmers 
have been compelled to subsidize the 
rest of the community by surrender- 
ing their wheat harvests at much be- 
neath market value. For the first two 


or three years of the war. many. of} 


the Detle ees farmers wun- 
doubtedly. made large profits, which 
for the most part have been expended 
in purchasing their farms, in ,the 
great break-up of estates, and in buy- 
ing tractors and other machinery 
which the present rate of plough- 
men’s wages and plough-horses’ keep 
shave made almost indispensable. 
“Since 1916, with the institution 
of control ¥n myriad shapes, the story 
has been different. The highest price 
guaranteed by the Corn Production 
Act—that for the wheat harvest of 
1917—was 60s. a quarter; while for 
the present and the next two years 
(after which the act expires) the 
price stands at 45s. That of ozts is 
in all cases less, and barley was not 
included. There were hopes, in those 
days, that wheat would soon become 
cheap again after the war. Actually, 
as we have seen, the price for the 
American corn which the Government 
the sole wheat buyer—is now pur- 
chasing, is nearly three times the 
guaranteed ‘price. The guarantee, 
therefore, does not come into opera- 
tion at all, and has never done so. 
‘Byen now, after the latest con- 
cession, British farmers are to be 
forced to part with their wheat at 
many shillings a quarter Icss than 
the Government is paying for wheat 
from abroad. It is undeniable that 
they are subsidizing the community.”

DISABLED DIAMOND CUTTERS. 


British Ex-Soldiers Employed In New 
" Yndustry. 

One of the most remarkable in- 
dustries in Great Britain is housed in 
Brighton, England’s most’ popular 
seaside resort. The men who are 
working there have been so injured 
in the war as to be unable to follow 
their previdus avocations.. Yet as 
diamond cutters they are doing work 
which demands a very high degree 
of specialized skill, and doing It so 
well that the experts of the continent, 
who thought they possessed mono- 
poly rights, are profoundly surprised. 
Amsterdam and Antwerp believed 


. themselves to be the acknowledged 


centres of this trade, but the ex- 
service men engaged at Brighton are 
demonstrating that continental su- 
premacy in this respect cannot go 
unchallenged, for their products com- 
pete successfully In a keen market 
with those of their rivals. 

All the processes which the rorsch, 
unshaped crystals undergo before 
they emerge™ glittering jewels are 
conducted (under the supervision of 
instructors of long experience) by 
men who, a few years ago, had not 
dreamed that their fingers would 
fashion precious stones. Now they 
saw and cut them, and polish the big 
and little facets, with ay ability that 
grows with increase pportunity. 
And what is more, wagés increase 
pro rata with ability. 

The history of the undertaking 
constitutes an impressive monument 
of audacious enterprise and con- 
spicuous kindliness. In the .middle 
of 1917 Mr. Bernard Oppenheimer 
conceived this novel ‘use for disabled 
men, and collaborated with the 
Ministries of Pensions and Labor. 
in the same year the first batch of 
trainers received instructions And the 
building of the great factory owas 
begun. At present 600 men have 
gained a proficlency which enables 
them to handle valuable specimens, 
to finish them with ths. requisite 
minimum of waste, and to carry on 
the work to the interest of them- 
selves and the employing firm. This 
number presents the remarkable 
proportion of 75 per cent, of those 


~ 


to the effectiveness of the 
training given and the determination 


‘of the trainees to succeed. 


By the kindness of the Ministry of 
Labor and Mr, Bernard Oppen- 
heimer, I have been enabled to see 
the men at work in. their, model 
workshops. Despite the meticulous 
exactness which their duties demand- 
ed, they displayed an assurance and 
an earnestiiess ‘which suggested 
that they both know their job and 
like it. The employing firm have 
arranged special lifts from floor to 
floor because of the disabilities of 
their workpeople. There are spaci- 
out tanteens and recreation rooms, 
and a pleasing innovation is the 
fully-equipped clinic, which ensures | 
that the men ‘can receive their 
treatment concurrently with their 
work. * 3 

X-ray photographs can be taken 
when a man complains of pain, and 
sdme notable results were shown. 
Pieces of shell and bullets have been 
reyealed to the surgeon in fesidence 
there,” and the remedies can. be ap- 
plied without delay. I saw four men 
receiving massage treatment by way 
of interlude to preparing diamonds 
for the market. 

Since the factory is conducted on / 
a business basis, the men “clock on” 
for treatment, just as they do when 
beginning. work. The economic !

The firm then continue this rate, and 
as the’ man becomes more proficient 
his wages increase. I was told that 
the largest wage yet earned by a 
trainee—really earned, be it noted— 
is two pounds ten shillings, but 37 
are making five pounds or over each 
week, exclusive of their pensions. 
These rates may seem small as com- 


pared with those of the men who 


hew ‘black diamonds,” but it should, 
be remarked that the customary 
method of training, before this new 
ground was broken, was an appren- 
ticeship of three years, with pay- 
ment of a premium.

if the strands were twisted one way 
only they would untwist themselves, 
and part at the slightest strain; how- 
ever, advantage Is taken inthe mak- 
ing of “rope” of this téndency to un- 
twist, by laying strands together that 
have been twisted in opposite direc- 
ttons, produting a compact, hard, 
strong rope, bound together by fric- 
tion of {ts parts, neither breaking the 
fibres on the one hand; by over twist- 
ing, nor-leaving them so loose as to 
be easily drawn out from the mass 
on the other; either would be equally 
fatal:in its results, and injurious to 
the stability of the rope. Asa broad 
general rule it should be borne in 
mind that the loss of beating nnwer 
by twisting is almost one-thirc, but 
the tighter twisted ropes gain in dur- 
ability what they lose in power. A 
twist of four-fifths of the length of 
the component yarns gives one-third 
more bearing power than if twisted 
to two-thirds of the length, which is 
the ‘ordinary twist of ropes in use. 
The weakening effect of knots in 
a rope Is very considerable, varying 
-\ from 85 to 60 per cent., according 
to the gradual or abrupt bending in 
the formation of the knot. At the 
bend of the knot the strain is no 
longer equally distributed among the 
fibres, the outside ones being unduly 
strained, eventually rupturing, throw- 
ing the load on the few. remaining 
fibres, resulting in a complete break- 
age; hence, a knot that least affects 
the strength of a rope Is one having 
a gradual bend in its formation; 
therefore, badly constructed knots- 
should be avoided. A knowledge of

Slake a half bushel of lime with 
boiling water, keeping it eovered dur- 
ing the process. Strain it. Add a 
peck of salt, dissolved in warm water; 
three pounds of ground rice put in 
boiling water and boiled to a thin 
paste; one-half pound of powdered 
Spanish whiting; one pound of clear 
glue dissolved in warm water. Mix 
well together and let the mixture 
stand for several days. Keep the wash 
thus made in a kettle or portable 
heater, and when used put it on as 
hot as possible with painter’s brushes 
or with whitewash brushes.

Each coin, the King’s order ran 
was to bear “‘a little elephant in sucl. 
convenient place upon our gold anc 
silver coynes respectively as you shall 
judge fitting.’’ 

The gold coins bore upon the re- 
verse side a picture of an elephant. 
They were pieces of twenty shillings, 
not twenty-one, but being made fron. 
Guinea gold, they were called 
guineas. 

Bit they were of such good gold, 
while the silver coinage was 80 poor, 
that they soon rose in value to twei- 
ty-one shillings, and then, by degrees, 
to thirty shillings. 

Things came to such a pass that 
in 1696 an order was made that ‘tno 
person shall receive, take, ar pay any 
of the pieces of go!d coin, commonly 
called guineas, at any greater rate 
than twenjy-six shillings for each 
guineas.’’ 

A fine of twenty pounds was laid 
down as penalty for this offence, half 
to go to his Majesty, and half to the 
informer.

JOHN BRETCHGIRDLE. 


{Afe Story of the Man Who Baptized 
_ Shakespeare. 

Writing in the “Hibbert Journal,” 
the Rev. BE. l. Fripp, of Altrincham, 
tells the life story of the man who 
baptized Shakesponre. Hp says: 

“John Bretchgeirdle, or more com- 
monly in Cheshire, Bracegirdle, was a 
native of Baguley, near Manchester, 
ind it is interesting to trace his steps 
from the’ Cheshire village to Strat- 
ford-upon Avon, where, as Vicar, on 
April 26, 1564, he baptized William 
Shakespeare. In the antumif of 1659, 
or the spring of 1560, we may be- 
‘eve, John Bretehgirdle arrived in 
Stratford, His presentation to the 
vicarage of Stratford followed in due 
‘course, on January 28, 1561. From 
the spring of 1560, then, at the lat- 
‘st, until his untimely death tn the 
summer of 1865, John Bretchgirdle 
vas head-of the parish of Stratford, 
helping to shape the life of the town 
'n the difficult, divided, contentions 
lave. of transition from Roman 
Yatholicism to\ Protestantism, The 
Prayer Book was introduced, stained 
‘lass was removed from the church 
ind chapel, fresaves were whitewash- 
sd, and carvings hacked. Feeling ran 
high, Cases of assauit and drawing 
sf blood were dealt with at the Court- 
‘eets of October, 1560, and May, 
1561. 

“In these days John Shakespeare 
served as a cgnstablo, and helped to 
keep the peace. He came in for 
‘opprobrious words and reviling’ ut- 
tered against the officers. In October, 
1561, he was promoted to be a 
Chamberlain, and entered on a period 
of signal service to the borough. Tn 
these and other works> vitar and 
chamberlain must often have met. 
They were probably of one mind, 
stout Protestants and men of public 
spirit, setting the good of the town 
before their own advantage.. Several 
iimes John Shakespeare lent money 
to the Chamber, receiving no inter-

RON STAUFFER 
Madoc, March 6, 1921. 
Dear Sir:

CONTROLS IT ? 


This series, published each week 
is intended to remove misunderstan 
ings as to the fluciuation in the ex- 
change value of our dollar in oth- 
er countries. 


When the demand for any com= 
modity is greater than the supply 
the price of that article is sure to 
rise. 


A foreign dollar is a commodity in 
Qanada, that is jsomeyhfing to be 
bought or sold not current money, 
and similarly the Canadian dollar 
is a commodity in a foreign coun- 
try and not current money there. 


’ Their.value, (or rather their price 
in the local current money) is there- 
fore governed by the law of supply 
and demand. 


The reason foreign dollars are 
commodities is that they are not le- 
gal tender outside their own country 


VY OF. would not like a debt to you 
to be paid “net German marks or 
Frenh francs because of ‘tive diffi- 
culty you might have in converting 
them into your own currency. At 
border points in the United States 
our immediate neighbor, where ex- 
changing the two currencies is a 
simple matter, Canadian money is 
now generally accepted, but else 
where in that country at is taken 
reluctantly. 


To protect their peoples all gov- 
ernments provide that creditors may 
refuse payments of amounts due 
them unless made in certain specified 
currencies and the currencies so au- 
thorized are called “legal tender.” 


The banker who receives foreign 
dollars cannot therefore pay them 
out over the counter so they are not 
money to him, but only securities, 
until he can exchange them for cur- 
rency of his own country,

“God Save the “King,” and he was

Carey was a young.man when he 
mi wrote the versés and composed the 
music of the song, For‘a while the 
song was neglected in the more ex- 
clusive circles, and he was the butt 
of much, ridicule for having written 
fi it. But the tide of opinion veered 
sithe other way when Addison, the 
most classic writer of his age, pro- 
nounced the song ‘‘an excellent per- 
formance.”’ : 

When the whole British ‘nation

Carey published an edition of it with 
a preface in which he told of its ori- 
gin. He had one day seen a shoe-

}in their rambles.

Metropolis of Empire. 

It is possible to spend a long life- 
time in London and yet have only a 
very faint conception of its vastness 
and its wonders. 

Do you realize, for example, that 
Greater London holds a million more 
people than are to be found in the 
whole of Australia and New Zealand, 
with an area almost as large as Bu- 
rope, and that its dwellers could re- 
place every man, woman, and child 
in all Canada,.or re-people Norway 
three times? 

They are, in fact, 80 many — a 
‘nation’ in themselves—that by join- 
ing hands they could link London 
with the Cape of Good Hope, or they 
could form a column, three abreast, 
with a yard between suctessive ranks, 
jong enough to reach from Liverpool 
to Vienna, The streets of Greater 
London are long enough to stretch 
across Europe and Asia at their wid- 
est, with 1,000 miles to spare. 

Every week, within its borders, 
approximately 4,000 children are 
born, 2,400 persons die, and 2,600 
begin wedded life. And every ten 
years Greater London adds to her 
numbers a population as large as that 
of the County of Sussex. 

If we consider enly London 
“County,” as it is known, with rough- 
ly, one-sixth of the area of Greater 
London,, we. discover some startling 
facts and figures. Thus London pro- 
per holds to-day nearly as many peo- 
ple as the whole of Scotland, and, 
roughly, one-tenth of the population, 
of the British Isles. 

It has sufficient unmarried women 
to replace every inhabitant of Leeds 
and Bradford, more bachelors than 
there are people in the county of 
Nottingham, ,and as many widows as 
would re-people Brighton and Bath. 
Every year sees 130,000 little Lon- 
doners cradled, 75,000 persons laid 
to their rest, and 39,000 brides stand- 
ing at the altar. .~” 

In London proper there are twenty- 
eight boroughs, seven of which have 
an average population much greater 
than that of ‘the County of Bucking- 
ham, while each of five others holds 
more inhabitants than you will find 
in Hertfordshire. 

London’s streets, if placed end to 
end, would form a high-road long 
enough to stretch across Europe from 
the North Cape to Constantinople; 
and her buildings, if placed shoulder 
to shoulder, would make a continu- 
ous row, sufficiently long to link Lis- 
bon with Moscow. Her property has 
an insurance value of nearly 1,200 
million pounds, representing a weight 
of gold’which all the people of War- 
wickshire could not raise from the 
ground. 

So vast is London’s population that 
to pay the food bill for a year would 
call for a cheque for £125,000,000, 
and among the many_ formidable 
items of the bill would appear 4,000,- 
000 sacks of flour, 5,000,000 sacks 
of unground wheat, 94,000,000 Ibs. 
of butter, 450,000 tons of meat, 
68,000,000 gallons of milk, and 600,- 
000,000 eggs. 

Of London’s thirst we get an im- 
pressive conception when we find that 
the water drunk in a-.single day 
would fill a bath 200 feet long and 
100 feet widé to a depth of 6 feet, 
and that a day’s tea allowance (6560,- 
000 gallons) would fill & cup 60 feet 
in diameter and 50 feet high. 

‘So enormous is London’s passenger 
traffic that every twenty-four hours 
two and a half million persons travel 
on her omnibuses, 1,300,000 in her 
underground trains alone, and 560,- 
000 in her trams. .So many, in fact,. 
are her day’s: passengers, ,that if they 
were formed into a column, four 
abreast, at intervals of a yard, the 
head of the column would be on the 
sea front of Brighton before the rear 
rank had left John 0’ Groat’s. 

In a single day London’s trains 
travel a distance equal to nine cir- 
cuits of the earth at the Equator; 
the aggregate day’s journey of her 
*buses is equal to a trip to the moon, 
with 70,000 miles to spare, and in 
twenty-four hours London’s trams 
cover a distance equivalent to a dozen 

return journeys from London to Con- 
stantinople.

Post Ages! 


In these days of revised postal 
rates, it is interesting to recall the 
fact that the English post system i 
first observed in the statutes of Ed- 
ward III. King Edward IV. placed 
post-houses at intervals of twenty 
miles, and in the north a military 
post was established to communicate 
as quickly as possible with the army 
during the Scottish war. In 1543 a 
post existed by which letters were 
earried from London to Edinburgh 
within four days, and this was then 


| considered to be remarkably rapid!

(c) Shares to the extent of one- 
half of the total amount subscribed 
by individual members shall be sub- 
ascribed by the Government of On- 
tario. ; 

Ten per cent. of the subscription 
must be paid with application and 
the balance when called. On the 
formation of an asociation the pro- 
vincial treasurer may subscribe for 
shares as outlined in clause (c). The 
board will advise as to credits avail 
able and loans may be granted for 
the following purposes: 

(a) Purchase of seed, feed, fer- 
tilizer and other supplies; 

(b)Purchase of implements and 
machinery; 

(c) Puréhase of cows, horses; 
sheep, pigs and poultry; 

(a) Payment of cost of carry- 
ing on any farming, ranching, dairy 
ing, or other agricultural operations 

(e) Payment of the cost of pre 
paring land for cuitivation; 

(tf) Fire or life ingurance, 

Notes are to be dated not later 
than 3ist December following mak- 
ing of loan, Renewals cannot be 
granted for longer than one year 
and only with the approval of the 
board.

The act providing for the appoint

In orfler to make use of the cred- 
it these represent, he must first. ex- 
change them for the currency of 
his own country and thsi he does}: 
by sending them to a bank in the 
country in which they were Issued. 
Thig means not only the labor of 
counting and sealing the parcel,but 
the cost of postage and the premium 
for insuring it against loss on the 
way. 

The bank to which he sends must 
either remit payment for the for- 
eign dollars in gold (the intrinsic 
value of pure gold being equal in all 
countries) paying express charges 
and insurance on the parcel, or if 
the bank has a credit balance in the

May day eighty years ago. 

Every page of these fifteen vol- 
umes is crowded with romance. Here, | 
for example, is that dramatic mar- 
riage of Lord Westmorland to ‘Old 
Child’s” heiress, who crept stealth-. 
sd out of her father’s house at Oster-' 

ley one dark night and was whirled 
away by her lover, fast as four swift| 
horses could carry them, with the

Gia Case 
of Dr. Minor 


N February 18, 1871, London 
was startled by an amazing 
tragedy. At two o'clock that 
morning, George Merritt, a 

stoker employed at the Lion Brewery 
was 
about to pnier the gates of the works 
when he was confronted bya middle- 
aged man armed with a revolver. 
Suddenly three shots rang out. 
The nearest policeman rushed to the 
scene, to find Merritt dead, with 


bullet wounds through his neck and 
back, while his assailant stood calmly 
by, making no attempt to escape. 

A search revealed the identity of 
the-murderer. He was Dr. Minor, a 
wealthy American. The murder caus- 
ed a sensation, and the motive for 
the crime puzzled the public, until 
they learned the doctor’s sad history. 

An exceptionally talented man, he 
had served in the American army as 
a surgeon, his career in that capacity 
having been cut short by an attack 
of sunstroke. This unbalanced his 
mind to such an extent that he was 
placed in an asylum in Connecticut. 

He remained there for a year or 
two. In the autumn of 1871, on the 
advice of his friends, he started on a 
visit to Europe, from which it was 
hoped he would derive benefit. He 
traveled alone, being well supplied 
with money. Arriving in London, he 
took up his residence in Tenison 
street, and for a month or two his 
behaviour was quite normal. Then he 
began complaining to the police of 
persecution, and saying his life might 
be taken any night. 

The authorities recognized that he 
was mentally-deranged, but did not 
believe him dangerous until the trag- 
edy outside the Lion Brewery gate— 
a tragedy which resulted in the doc-

ed, that was the.end of the Dr. Minor 
case, The sequel, however, was even 
more amazing. 

Over sixty years ago the task’ of 
compiling the ‘‘New English Diction- 
ary” was begun. To collect the quo- 
tations used in it has engaged the 
energies of over thirteen hundred 
volunteer readers resident. all over 
the world, and since the work started 
they have sent in over three and a 
half million quotations. 

When the late Sit James Murray 
took over the editorship in 1880, he 
discover ‘4 that some of the most val- 
uable quotations that reached him, 
together with some of the most 
scholarly comments thereon, were 
forwarded by a certain Dr. W. C.

This contributor’s identity puzzled. 


Sir James, for he “soon realized that 

the latter’s knowledge of;,the sub- 

ject of philology could not be far be- 
hind his own. 

Eventually, so much indebted did 
Sir James feel to the mysterious 
savant, that he suggested to the 
Oxford University Presa that it would 
be a happy idea to ask Dr. Minor to be 
the guest of the Wniversity for a 
| week. Although Sir James sent the 
‘most pressing invitation to Crow- 
thorne, Dr. Minor wrote regretting 
that he could not accept it. He add- 
ed, however, that as it would give 
him the keenest pleasure to have an 
opportunity of making the acquaint- 
ance of Dr. Murray, he begged that 
Dr. Murray would be his guest for a 


respondent’s identity, promptly ac- 
cepted the invitation, and a few days 
later took train to Crowthorne. 

A handsome brougham drawn by 


two fine horses met him at the sta-, 


tion, and-he was driven into the 
courtyard of a huge brick building of 
forbidding appearance and conducted 


into a well-appointed private office, 
in which a man was sitting at a desk. - 


The latter greeted his visitor with 
impressive politeness. 

“Dr. Minor, I presume?” ventured 
the puzzled philologist. 

“No, Dr. Murray,” replied the un- 
known, “I am not Dr. Minor, but he

This is Broadmoor 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum, and I am 
the governor.”’ 

Dr. Murray stood speechless. 

“T had better explain at once,’’ con- 
tinued the governor, “that Dr. Minor 
is an inmate of this institution. He 
is, in fact, an inmate who has stood 
his trial for murder.” 

It was thus that Sir James learned 
for the first time that his brilliant 
contributor was none other than the 
Dr. Minor who a few years previously 
had shot the unfortunate stoker out- 
side the Lambeth brewery. 

“Since that time, however,’’ said 
the governor, ‘“‘he has to all intents 
and purposes recovered his sanity. 
He is, as you have discovered, a man 
of great brilliancy and uncommon 


, learning. Upon recovering his men- 
‘tal balance, he requested to be per- 


mitted to have books, to which we 
readily consented. As he is a member 
of a wealthy family in the United 
States, he has been able to provide 
himself with an exceptionally fine lib- 
rary. He has made a hobby of words 
and their history, and he has taken 
the keenest interest in his work in 
connection with your dictionary.

Barley.—Forty ygars ago the Com- 
mon Six-rowed barley was grown 
almost exclusively in Ontario. © In: 
1889 the Mandscheuri barley was 
tested at the College for the first 
time. After proving its worth in an 
experimental way it was distributed 
throughout Ontario, through the me- 
dium of the Experimental Union, and 
became spre grown over the pro- 
vince. This was a decided improve- 
ment over the former variety. . 

The O. A. C. No. 21 barley orig- 
inated at the Ontario Agricultural 
College from a single, seed in 1903. 
As the then popular Mandscheuri was 
an improvement over the Common 
Six-rowed so the O. A. C. No. 21 is 
an improvement over the Mand- 
scheuri. Largely through the intro- 
duction of these varieties the average 
yield per acre of barley has increased 
20 per cent. in the last eighteen 
years a8 compared with the eighteen 
years previous. 

Spring Wheat.—The Wild. Goose 
variety of spring whéat which has 
been grown in Ontario for many, 
years is a high yielder of grain. It 
is, however, a durum wheat, and is 
more suitable for the manufacture of 
macaroni than for bread production. 

‘The Marquis variety of spring 
wheat is a hybrid which originated 
at the Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa; from crossing the Calcutta 
Hard Red and the Red Fife. It is 
not only a good yielder, but it is a 
wheat of excellent quality for bread 
production, and one which is increas- 
ing substantially in the Western 
Provinces and in Ontario. In the 
Experiments at Guelph it occupies 
fourth place in average yield per acre 
of twelve varieties of spring wheat 
grown for flour production over a 
period of six years. 

Winter ‘ Wheat—The Dawson’s 
Golden Chaff. variety of winter wheat 
was started’from a single seed in 
1881, ‘and has been grown exten- 
sively throughout Ontario for many 
years. It has a stiff straw, beardless 
head, ‘red’ chaff, and white grain of 
only medium quality for bread pro- 
duction. It is, however, a high yielder 
and has been very popular with the 
farmers of Ontario. 

The O. A. C. No, 104 variety of 
winter wheat originated at the On- 
tario Agricultural College as a cross 
between the Dawson’s Golden Chaff 
and the Bulgarian varieties. It pos- 
sesses a tall comparatively stiff straw, 
bearded head, red chaff and red grain 
of good quality. It is a vigorous 
grower, and in the experiments at 
Guelph has given a larger yield per 
acre and has killed out less in the 
winter than either of its parents. In 
the co-operative experiments through- 
out Ontario for the last four years 
it has proved decidedly the most pop- 
ular of the five varieties tested, and 
has headed the list in yield per acre 
in each of these years. 

It is generally recognized that in 
a comparatively new country such as 
‘Ontario .there is a tendency for a 
gradual decrease in crop production 
per acre owing to the natural deple- 
tion of soil fertility. It is interest- 
ing and suggestive to note, however, 
that according to the best inform?.- 
tion obtainable there has been an 
actual increase of from ten to twenty 
per cent. in yield per acre of three 
of the principal farm crops of Ontario 
for the last eighteen years as com- 
pared with the previous period of 
eighteen years. This increase in yield 
per acre for these three crops, reck- 
oned at market prices, has made an 
estimated increase in money value of 
over one hundred and thirty million 
dollars.— Prof. C. A. Zavitz, QO. A.

The 
elephant’s trunk is absolutely flexible 
at every point. ; It can turn in any 
direction and iin whatever position it 
is and has tremendous strength. 
There is no bone in it, of course, but 
it is constructed of interwoven 
muscle and sinew so tough that one 
can hardly cut it with a knife. An 
elephant can shoot a stream of 
water out of it that would put out 
a fire, Nft a tree trunk weighing a 
ton and throw it easily, or it is deli- 
cate enough to pull a blade of glass 
with. He drinks with it, feeds him- 
self with it, smells with it, works 
with it, and at times fights with it. 
Incidentally a mouse that endeavored 
to frighten. an elephant by the 
traditional nursery rhyme method of 
running up his trunk would be 
blown into the next county. There 
is nothing else like an elephant’s 
trunk on earth. *

He has come down to us through the 
ages, surviving the conditions which

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MAXIM GORKY. 


down to the lowest existing condi- 
‘tions. The intellectuals were to be

sia possessed one of the most dis- 
tinctive cultures in. the world, They 
could hold their own in music, liter- 
ature and the drama with any nation, 
and as exponents of dancing, which 
is an art as done of the Russians, 
they were unique. Artists, authors, 
scientists and professors have been 
persecuted relentlessly by the Bolshe- 
vists, who want to see everybody re- 
duced to a low level of intelligence. 
In spite of opposition and consider- 
able personal danger, Maxim Gorky 
has established a house in Petrograd |. 
which serves as a home of intellec- 
tuals. This home was recently, visited 
by H..G. Wells, the English novelist, 
who has been telling the outside 
world something about the devoted 
work of Gorky. An effort will be 
made by Wells to have the intellec- 
tuals of England contribute some- 
thing in the way of -spupplies and 
money to assist Gorky’s institution,

In the first 
place, his foot is encased in a bag- 
like skin with a heavy padded bot- 
tom, with some of the characteristics 
of an anti-skid tire.

His toes form 
the front part of his foot and the 
bones of his foot run not only back 
but up. Underneath these bones at 
the: back of his foot is a gelatine- 
like substance, which is a much more 
effective shock absorber than rubber 
heels or any other device.

Russian People Knew Something of 
iron Hand. 5 


Everyone Is asking, “How do the 
Bolshevists work their Govern- 
ment?” ' i 
Mr. Haden Guest{ one of the secre- 
taries of the British labor delegation 
to Russia, tells the story in London 
Tit-Bits. \ 

The vast population of 200,000,000 
is ruled by a minority of 600,000. 
These 600,000 impose their will 
upon the 200,000,000 by machinery 
that is quite novel in the history of 
revolution. 

The various villages and work- 
shops are supposed to elect Soviets 
or Councils. These, in their turn, 
elect delegates to the Annual Con- 
gress of Soviets, which elects the 
Central Executive, from which are 
selected the Soviet of People’s Com- 
missars, or the Cabinet. 

But the Government is really “un 
by the ‘Bolshevist party, which is in 
the nature of a close corporation or 
exclusive society. The members 
must give themselves up to the 
party body and soul. 

It is a sort of military brotherhood 
run by the Central Committee of the 
Communist party, which is the prim- 
ary force of Bolshevism and directs 
the whole movement. 

The Central Committee consists o} 
thirteen men —— five journalists, two 
professional revolutionaries, two 
lawyers, and four working men

A Fixed Precaution. 


An anecdote of Sir Henry M. Stan- 
ley: that well illustrates’ the famous 
explorer’s mental unrest is related 
by Mr. W. W. Ellsworth in “A 
Golden Age of Authors.” We enter- 
tain the Stanleys at an afternoon re~- 
ception,” says;Mr. Ellsworth. “It was 
in the old clubhouse at Lafayette 
) Place, New York. I was on the com- 
mittee, and I wanted Mr. Stanley-— 
} he was ‘not knighted then—to stand 
in a certain place near the centre of 
‘the room where he could receive the 
‘people, But he would not stay there; 
he insfsted on backing up against the 
wall. Finally I appealed to Mrs. 
Stanley: ‘Why will not-your husband 
stand where I put him’ ‘Simply,’ 
she said, ‘because he is afraid some 
one will stick him in the back with 
a spear.’’”’ The habit, acquired ia 
Africa, of protecting himself by 
standing with his back against.a wall 
was too much for Stanley even in the 
safety of a New York afternoon re- 
ception. Saint Gaudens once related 
that Gen. Sherman was like that. In 
making a bust of the general he had 
found it almost impossible to do the 
back of his head. He wanted no one 
behind him.

A Diécredit to Seamanship. 

Admiral Wm. S. Sims, of the Unit- 
ed States navy, in the course of an 
outspoken article which he contri- 
butes to the World’s Work, tells of 
the indescribable condition of the 
-| German fleet when surrendered. 

“The condition of the interned 
ships, after their German custodians 
had left, was,” he says, “something 
indescribable; they reflected great 
discredit upon German seamanship, 
for it would have been impossible 
for any people which really loved 
ships to permit them to deteriorate 
as had these vessels and to become 
such cesspools of filth. For thrée 
years the Germans had -evidently 
made no attempt to clean them; the 
sanitary conditions were so bad that 
our workmen could not sleep on 
board, but had to have sleeping quar- 
ters near the docks; they spent weeks 
‘scrubbing, scraping, and disinfecting, 
in a finally successful effort to make 
the ships suitable habitations for hu- 
man beings.”

$100,000 in addition. Miss Vander- 
bilt at that time was a tall and lithe 
girl of seventeen. She wore her beau- 
tiful black hair coiled in a knot at 
the back of her neck. Her dark eyes, 
with their highly arched brows, the 
retrausse nose and the contour of her 
small face gave her a piquant beauty 
which had great charm. She had been 
educated entirely by private tutors, 
and spoke French, German and Ital- 
ian fluently. She played the piano 
and was an expert in tennis and bi- 
cycling, which at that time was at 
the height of its popularity. The duke 
was twenty-four_at the time of his 
marriage, and was usually very quiet 
and retiring, though a good conver- 
sationalist ‘when occasion required. 

- Ten days after their marriage the 
duke carried the little. great-grand- 
daughter of the Staten Island ferry- 
man to England. Blenheim Castle, 
the historic home of the Marl- 
boroughs, had, in the meantime, been 
put in readiness to receive the new 
bride, the duke having sold many 
valuable paintings and pieces of sta- 
tuary to pay the painters and decora- 
tors. The castle, which is a huge 
palace set in an elaborate park of 
twenty-five square miles, needs a mint 
of money to keep it habitable for 
modern people. 

The new duchess not only won 
popularity with her retainers, but so- 
ciety immediately made a pet of her. 
She was presented at court in due 
splendor, and when her first son was 
born, September 18,1897, Queen Vic- 
toria sent a telegram of congratula- 
tions, and Prince Edward, later Ed- 
ward VII., acted as godfather to the 
child. The second, child of the Marl- 
or Spencer Chur- 
chill, was born October 15, 1898. 

The young couple »were apparently 
enjoying all the happiness predicted 
for them until the duke’s willful and 
whimsical extravagances began to irk 
his young wife. He tried to buy up 
all the Marlborough property, long 
sold for debts. He even tried to pur- 
chase Marlborough House, in London, 
long used as a residence for the 
Prince of Wales. Later he purchased 
a site in Curzon street from .Lord 
Howe at three times its yalue, and 
began the construction of Sunderland 
House, which proved to be the straw 
which broke the camel’s back. 

Consuelo’s $5,000,000 dowry had 
been expended in the rehabilitation of 
Blenheim Castle and in the lavish en- 
tertainments which had been given 
there. The duchess had given largely 
to charity and her popularity became 
so great that the pride of the duke 
suffered, and he took no pains to con- 
ceal his jealousy of his wife. One of 
their first tiffs occurred over the sale 
of the duchess’ photographs for char- 
ity. The duke forbade their open sale. 
The duchess declined to order it 
stopped. 

In 1906 the duke and Wuchess were 
temporarily separated. It was not 
until the spring of 1907 that she 
made her re-entry into society. With 
her small head held high, and beau- 


tifully gowned in turquoise velvet and’ 


diamonds, she entered the ballroom 
of Lady Dickson Pownder, who was 
entertaining in honor of the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught. The royal 
family present immediately welcomed 
her to their rooms. 

From that time on the duke and 
his American wife went their separate 
ways until 1919) when, through the 
efforts of Queen Mary, there was a 
reconcilation for a few days, to end 
in the duchess starting court proceed- 
ings. She maintained her place in 
English society, retained her popu- 
larity and her beauty.

A New Camera, 


Designed particularly for making 
motion pictures of birds and animals, 
a new French camera, with a speed 
of 250 exposures a second, is. re- 
markable for its ingenious method of 
keeping the moving object in the 
field, of the lens, says Popular Mech- 
anics.

THE EIGHT-HOUR DAY 


i The queistfon of the limitation 


of the work day in Ontario to eight| 


hours emerges once more as a re- 
sult of the discussion of the issue 
at the convention of the Indepen- 
dent Labor party. There is a feeling 
in Labor circles that the strike on 
the Hydro Power work at Niagara, 
avhich is the cause of some bitter- 
ness between the Government and 
the Labor Unions in the Niagara 
BPeninsula, was not due to a gen- 
uine desire for an eight-hour day. 
The proposed limitation of hours 
was in effect a weapon for obtain- 
ing wage increases and high rates 
for overtime, It is proposed that Mr. 
Halcrow had the tactics of the lead- 
ers of the Hydro strike , mind 
when he said that some labor men 
made him “sick’’ by demanding an 
eight-hour day when they were will 
ing to work all kinds of hours to get 
more money. : 

The: members of labor organiza- 
tions «should. face the ‘question of 
an eight-hour day squarely. Many 
powerful organizations have secured 
the short work Gay by voluntary 
agreement with the employers. The 
building trades throughout Ontario 
are largely operating on an eight- 
hour day. In mines and in railway 
sorvice, 
to thestrain of train operation, there 
should unquestionably be a law lim- 
iting’ work hours wherever prac-ic- 
able tp eight hours, In cases where 
Ontario industries’ compete with 
those of other provinces, and the 
adoption of a markedly shorter work 
day would lead to the transfer of 
the business to the workshops of 
Quebec or some other province. 
there should be no attempt to rush 
through a legal eight-hour day.Only 
by concurrentProvincial legislation 
or by a Dominion-wide law, can the 

ight-hour day be brought into force 
equitohly in the case of competing 
industries. : 

The members of the Independent 
Labor Party cannot be ignorant of 
the obstacles that stand in the way 
of a legal eight-hour day in Ontario 
while all around us there are com- 
pbetitors whose factories are in op- 
eration nine and ten hours daily, 
‘The Drury Government is to be 
é¢ommended ‘rather than condemned 
for walking warily over difficult 
ground, If labor were to part com— 
pany with the Government on the 
question of enforcing at once a le- 
gal eight-hour day in Ontario’s fac- 
tories and .workshops public opinion 
would be overwhelmingly on the 
side of he Government, and many 
members of trades unions would be 
found taking their stand against the 
program which appears to have the 
support of influential elements | in 
the Independent Labor party.
